The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, the steps of providing a first tissue 
engagement structure of the type having a tissue retention barb and a second tissue 
engagement structure of the type having a tissue retention barb, each of said tissue 
engagement structures being connected to a suture, at least one of the tissue 
engagement structures being slideable relative to said suture; delivering the tissue 
engagement structures to the opening using a delivery catheter; engaging the tissue 
engagement structures with tissue adjacent the opening; sliding the first tissue 
engagement structure relative to the second tissue engagement structure along the 
suture to close the opening; and removing the delivery catheter from the patient, 
wherein the tissue engagement structures remain engaged with the tissue adjacent the 
opening following removal of the delivery catheter.
